For 
instance, we are in receipt of the follow- 
ing very pointed communication from 
Messrs. John Glass & Co, of Glasgow, 
which is accompanied by a request, with 
which we gladly comply, that we make it 
known through the medium of our col- 
umns:

We shall not protect drafts drawn against 
zoods shipped by any “Red Cow,” ‘Blue 

lemon,’ ‘‘—__- —_—_”’ or “Tramp Line’”’ 
of hulks. The “Anchor,” ‘Allan’ and 
“State” lines have regular connection with 
our port and are, perhaps, the best availa- 
ble for carrying food products across the 
herring pond. We request all shippers to 
us to use only these boats, as we willtake no 
responsibility with any others.

_As rar back as June last, we predicted 
distress this year among the Russian 
grain growers. Only a month or so ago, 
in the very face of contrary reports ac- 
cepted at par by all the alleged authori- 
ties on crops, we expressed our contin- 
ued disbelief in the existence of even a 
moderate crop in Russia and based our 
opinion not on reports coming from spec- 
ulative centers, but from common sense 





deducticns from personal observations 
and what we could learn from our pri- 
vate correspondents. The truth as to 
Russia’s harvest this year is now b<gin- 
ning to come out, slowly and by degrees, 
even as it did last season. Brief but sig- 
nificant dispatches are making their ap- 
pearancs in the telegraphic columns of 
the daily press. We print below two 
which recently came to our notice. They 
are doubtless forerunners of more and 
much longer ones, and, as straws, they 
indicate the quarter in which the wind 
sets: 

Sr. Pererssure, Nov. 19.—Count Tolstoi, 
in the Russian Gazette, calls attention to the 
continued miserable condition of the Rus- 
sian peasantry. Itsays famine again threat- 
ens districts. The rye harvest is as bad as 
it was in 1891, and oats are an utter failure. 
There is a complete dearth of material for 
fires, and people are exhausted by last win- 
ter’s misery. The outlook is as black as 
possible. ; 

St. Petersburg dispatch: It is stated that 
the Russian government proposes to impose 
an export duty on grain, in order to amass a 
fund for the erection of government eleva- 
tors. 

A “fund for the erection of government 
elevators” is good. The export duty, if 
imposed, will be for the purpose of keep- 
ing the grain in Russia, where it will be 
needed this-year again; to save the peas- 
ants from starvation. 





Since July last a small but earnest 
group of thoughtful millers in the three

an unusually large number of merchant 
mills, which should not hesitate one mo- 
ment before joining in such a movement. 
The names of those who constitute a 
committee on organization are familiar 
to the milling public and are as follows: 
Thos. A. Taylor, chairman, Toledo, O.; 
L. C. Miles, secretary, Akron, O.; M.S. 
Blish, Seymour, Ind.; F. E. C. Hawks, 
Goshen, Ind.; J. L. Knauss, Evansville, 
Ind.; W. B. Knickerbocker, A lbion,Mich.; 
C. J. De Roo, Holland, Mich.; C. H. Lane, 
Cleveland, O., and M. H. Davis, Shelby, 
O. It is clear to us, and it should be 
clearer to the tri-state millers, that such 
gentlemen as these can have none but 
the highest motives in attempting this 
or.anization, and it seems incredible 
tbat so few comparatively can be found 
who are willing to subscribe the trifling 
amount necessary to place the Winter 
Wheat Millers’ League in a position to 
render immediate and highly effective 
service to its members. The objects of 
this organization have been repeatedly 
printed in our columns. They are wise 
objects and good, and every miller whose 
interests are identical with those in the 
states named should be glad to avail 
himself of an opportunity to aid in fur- 
thering them. Unless public spirit is ab- 
solutely dead among the flour makers of 
Ohio, Indiana, Michigan and neighbor- 
ing territory, they will not, they can not, 
allow this honest attempt at an earnest 
business organization to fail for lack of 
support.

Tue millers of this particular section 
can not be so ignorant of contemporary 
milling history as not to know that there 
exists on the east consolidation, on the 
north a tendency toward a closer union, 
and the same to the southwest. We be- 
lieve the entire movement of the trade 
is in this direction. Not only do we be- 
lieve it but we know it, and the evidences 
of this tendency increase and multiply 
on every hand daily. We do not seek to 
discourage such movements. On the con- 
trary, we believe they are natural, and 
that they tend to the betterment of the 
entire trade; that they are a necessary 
and logical result of years of individual 
competition, of eras of luxuriant mill 
building and seasons of profits drawing 
clese and ever closer. We must accept 
the coming of the new dispensation, the 
time of consolidation, co-operation and 
commercial union, just as we accepted 
the change from the old system of mill- 
ing to the new. It is inevitable, whether 
we like it or not. The wise man foresees 
these things and hastens to ally himself 
with the spirit of progress. Only the 
laggards are caught napping, and suffer 
in consequence. The men who knew it 
all held back from participating in the 
march of mechanical progress until it 
was too late to profit by it and lived to 
mourn his dilatory stubbornness. The 
menwho know it all now are denying the 
great commercial revolution which is go- 
ing on in the milling trade and are hold- 
ing aloof from it. These men will repeat 
the experience which came to their pro- 








totypes of the era of mechanical revolu- 
tion. We see no foe to the American mill- 
er’s future in the forward strides of the 
spirit of consolidation, union, and concen- 
tration of energy and effort abroad in the 
trade. On the contrary, we recognize 
its fitness to the time and generation in 
which it makes its appearance. It an- 
swers the dermands of the world of today, 
and through it we see the salvation, per- 
petuation and onward march of one of 
the noblest and greatest industries of our 
country. 
¥* * *¥ 
Oovr friends the interior millers are be- 
tween the upper and nether millstones. 
On either side of them, toward the wheat 
fields on one hand and the markets on 
the other, centralization is making prog- 
ress. They can not—and we say it se- 
riously and earnestly—they can not af- 
ford to lag behind, and, unless they take 
steps to place themselves in line with the 
march of milling events, they can not 
expect to share in the future of their 
brothers. Union of interests does not 
mean trusts. It does not mean monop- 
oly. It does not mean interference with 
private enterprise, ambition or rights. 
It means an intelligent working toward 
the daylight. It means the end of but- 
ting heads in stupid and extravagavt 
blindness. It means the _ substitu- 
tion of reason for costly ignorance. 
“The survival of the tittest,” that 
trite phrase, sticks in the brains of 
half the men who read these lines. Each 
one of them has an innate belief in it, 
and a still more innate self-satistied, ego- 
tistic idea that of all the fit he himself is 
fittest to survive, and therefore must do 
so. Unfortunately, he is not the exclu- 
sive judge of what constitutes fitness, 
and, while he may figure himself out as 
the final miller, who shall stand where 
others fall, the fates are busy with the 
threads of his career, and, before he is 
fairly through with his self-gratulatory 
cogitations, behold he 1s forever and eter- 
nally out of the running.

The vessels to be used in this service are 
of steel contruction, of good size and fast 
sailers. The Louisville & Nashville line, 
I understand, will operate and control 
them entirely in the interests of their 
patrons. That this is a step in the right 
direction will be acknowledged by all the 
millers, at least. With the exception of 
the Morgan line, which still maintains 
its high rates, but little dependence can 
laced on the lines running to Cuba, 
either on their rate quotations or their 
promptness in shipping. Flour and grain 
shipments are frequently detained days 
after the time contracted for their ship- 
ment and rates are given and then 
anulled, frequently. With this new line, 
Cuban traders probably can send their 
goods with more promptness and de-

Wheat receipts continue very large 
and 433,072 bus were taken in this week, 
against 446,766 bus a week ago. re 9 
ments were not as large as they should 
have been, but 240,517 bus going out, as 
compared with 314,657 bus a week ago. 
Stocks continue large, though today, for 
the first time in several weeks,they show 
a decrease, being only 6,525,441 bus, 
against 6,594,020 bus last Saturday and 
2,939,620 bus a year ago. Inspections 
were 318 cars and 4,341 sacks. Of this 
78 cars and 3,250 sacks graded No. 2 red, 
98 cars and 998 sacks No. 3 red, 33 cars No. 
4, 20 cars and 93 sacks rejected and 2 cars 
no grade. Other inspections were main- 
ly on 80 cars No.2 Kansas hard wheat 
and 4 cars No. 3 hard. Withdrawals 
from the elevators were 184,133 bus, of 
which 51,813 bus were for city consump- 
tion, 69,970 for export by river and the 
rest—67,350.bus—was taken out for rail 
shipment. Grades were very strong all 
the week and show but a small decrease 
in price on a very stiff opening. The de- 
mand was very brisk and all available 
lots found ready purchasers at market 
values. No.3 red sold well all through 
the week on milling account, while spec- 
ulators found No. 2 red a good purchase. 
Kansas hard wheat prices fell off slight- 
ly, though the stuff was being well ex- 
ported, and the demand was not so 
strong. The active export movement, 
however, will soon cause the market to 
recover somewhat. Quotations for the 
week are:

The mill and warehouse of McDaniel 
& White, Dixie, Ore., burned early in the 
morning of Nov. 3, with about 80,000 bus 
wheat, belonging to a large number of 
farmers. The loss on mill and machin- 
ery is placed at 30,000,insured for half 
that. Most of the grain was insured. 

Of buckwheat, the November crop re- 
port says: The average yield is reported 
at 14.1, against 15.3 bus of last year. The 
season has not been wholly favorable, 
condition declining more than 7 points 
between the August and the October re- 
turns. In New York the yield is 14.7 
bus; Pennsylvania, 14.5; West Virginia, 
16.3 and New Jersey, 12.5. 

Warehouses have been erected in 
Charles Mix county, South Dakota, in 
which to store grain and goods for the 
Missouri river trade. It is the intention 
to establish regular buyers at the ware- 
houses and to buy grain for storage un- 
til spring, so that there will be an abun- 
dance of freight on hand to keep the 
boats busy during the dull season be- 
tween the time the river opens in the 
spring and next year’s harvest.

Mrinnegapo ts, Nov. 30. 

Although considerable time was lost 
last week through a shortage of water, 
the flour output nearly equaled that of 
the previous week. The production was 
184,315 bbls—averaging 3U,717 bbls daily 
—against 186,790 bbls the week before, 
173,050 bbis for the corresponding time 
in 1891, and 165,020 in 1890. The water 
power improved Friday and has been 
much better since, mild weather doubt- 
less greatly contributing to this condi- 
tion. Seventeen mills were in operation 
today, grinding at the rate of about 30,- 
000 bbls per 24 hours, but it is question- 
able if they will keep this gait up the 
rest of the week. Lower water may af- 
fect them at any time. The flour market 
is pretty dull, and it is hard to sell flour 
except on a consumptive basis, and then 
excedingly low quotations have to be 
made. For a week back, most of the lo- 
cal firms have worked off all the patent 
and low grades they made, and the busi- 
ness was chiefly done in domestic 
markets. There is still a good demand 
for red dog for feed and prices are firm. 
A fair quality of low grade is also quite 
salable. Bakers’ is neglected and weak, 
and there is more or less accumulation. 
Many dealers are stillslow about fur- 
nishing shipping directions on old or- 
ders. Export trade continues very dull, 
the falling off in this direction being 
well illustrated by the direct export 
shipments of the mills. Bids are on the 
basis of 24s 6d@25s for patent in Lon- 
don and 17s@17s 6d for bakers’. Low

Andrew Kittleson, a plumber at the 
Pillsbury A, had his head quite serious- 
ly injured Saturday. He got into the wa- 
ter wheel pit, in some manner now un- 
known, and unwittingly raised his head, 
so that it came in contact with the rap- 
idly revolving gear. It was badly cut in 
a number of places, and his shoulders 
were more or less bruised. At last ac- 
counts he was getting along remarkably 
well, with the chances in favor of his full 
recovery from the injury. 

The millers here are about convinced 
of the advisability of soon adopting pat- 
ent coiled hoops as a substitute for round 
hoops. They figure that by using 8 
patent hoops to each barrel, 214c or more 
can be saved. The idea is to get all 
northwestern millers to enter into the 
arravgement, so that there will be con- 
certed action, and any objection of deal- 
ers will not avail. Col. Reeve, of the 
Holly mill, has been delegated to confer 
with local coopers as to how long it will 
take to use up the round hoops they 
have on hand, and the date of putting 
the new style of packsege into use will 
largely depend upon this. 

The E. P. Allis Co. has received the 
contract to rebuild and enlarge the mill 
at Moorhead, Minn., to 400 bbis capacity. 
The work of tearing out is already in 
progress, and the reconstruction will be- 
gin early, as it is the desire of the North 
Dakota Milling Association, into whose 
hands the property recently passed, to 
get the mill in operation as soon as pos- 
sible. The new machinery will include 
5 double sets 9x24 Gray rolls and 24 flour 
dressers and reels. The purifiers and 
grain cleaners now in the mill are to be 
retained. The Allis Co. will need about 
a dozen millwrights to work on the job. 





TRANSPORTATION MATTERS. 


The Canadian Pacific road has carried 
5,000,000 bus of wheat from Manitoba 
and the northwest «o far this year, against 
3,500,000 bus last year. 

Efforts are being made at Chicago by 
a special committee of railroad managers 
to organize a tonnage pool in the terri- 
tory of the western freight association 
and the territory formerly embraced in 
the trans-missouri association. 

The United States circuit court at To- 
peka, Kan., has handed down a lengthy 
opinion vindicating the right of the 
roads to form organizations and associa- 
tions for the regulation of business and 
the prevention of demoralization in rates. 


The case of the general freight agent 
of the Burlington & Quincy road, charged 
with violating the interstate commerce 
act in cutting corn rates from Nebraska 
points to Chicago, was dismissed in the 
United States court at Chicago, Nov. 22. 
All shipments of flour from Minneap- 
olis by lake and rail have ceased, the 
Soo and Northern steamship lines draw- 
ing out Saturday. A limited amount is 
going by across-lake routes, though the 
latter are not yet in very good shape to 
take care of stuff. Most of the shipments 
are, therefore, all-rail. 
The new organization of the fast freight | Li 
line agents and the mill office men is to 
be known as the Bill of Lading Bowling 
Club. Its object is the promotion of so- 
cial intercourse among its members. 
The officers are: H. P.Gallaher, president; 
T. C. Burgess, vice president; Peter Jar- 
vis, secretary and treasurer, and C. H. 
Harkins, captain. The club meets every 
Friday evening, and on the third Friday 
of each month the members are to bring 
ladies. The club aims high, and, as soon 
as the boys get in fair working trim, they 





meet them in a bowling contest. 


Chairman Midgeley, of the western 
freight association, announces that all 
the interested roads have agreed to ad- 
vance the freight rate on flour, Minneap- 
olis to New York, 2!¢c per 100 lbs, mak- 
ing the through rate 3714c. At present 
the rate on flour destined for points west 
of Buffalo and Pittsburg is 1244c, Min- 
neapolis to Chicago, but where the stuff 
is for points east of Buffalo and Pitts- 
burg, the rate from Minneapolis to Chi- 
cago is only 10c. The action of the roads 
now means that the rate is to be made 
1214¢ on all business, regardless of its 
destination. Mr. Midgeley explains that 
this advance will remove the discrepan- 
cy existing between the local rate, Min-

Minneapo ts, Nov. 30. 

Wheat continued to move to terminal 
markets with the usual freedom last 
week. Receipts at the eight leading pri- 
mary markets were 5,636,349 bus for the 
week ended Saturday, against 6,535,000 
bus for the same week last year. Arriv- 
als at New York, Baltimore and Phila- 
delphia were about 3,500,000 bus for the 
same week last year, and less than 1,500,- 
000 bus this year, or over twice as much 
a year ago. Keceipts in Minneapolis were 
2,393,460 bus, against 2,433,240 bus last 
year. Duluth took 1,484,636 bus,against 
2,327,686 bus last year. While receipts 
at Minneapolis were nearly equal to 
those of last year, Duluth was short of 
last year almost 1,000,000 bus. The rea- 
son for thie is that Lake Superior towns 
aretoo far northto receive wheat for do- 
mestic distribution, except in New York 
and New England.This country is likely to 
tend more toward domestic consumption 
of its wheat than it has done. While 
acreage in wheat has increased nearly 
with the increase in population it will 
not naturally do so much longer. It is not 
true, as argued by some extremists, that 
the land that can be turned to wheat 
raising, is about all used for that pur- 
pose now, but, as the country grows old- 
er, farmers turn their attention to pro- 
ducing other things that pay a greater 
profit. Perhaps it would not be extrav- 
agant to estimate that as much wheat 
could be raised as we raise of corn, if 
it were needed and would pay. The old 
lands hereafter promise to be turned 
more and more to other crops, and the 
demand for northwestern wheat will be 
more and more a domestic one and Chica- 
gois in better position to compete with 
Minneapolis for it than is Duluth. This 
year the demand is less an export de- 
mand than that of last year, and Chica- 
go has gained 5,000,000 bus to this time, 
while Duluth has lost 6,000,000 bus for 
the same time. Minneapolis has taken 
3,000,000 bus more of this crop than it 
did of last year’s crop to thistime. It 
would have taken more and the other 
cities less, with fair treatment by the 
railroads. This is the only important 
wheat market that is so discriminated 
against. Wheat is hauled practically 
700 miles to Chicago and Milwaukee for 
30c per 100 lbs, while 20c is charged for 
300 miles to Minneapolis. Wheat is 
hauled 450 miles to Duluth and Superior 
for 20c per 100 lbs and 20c is charged to 
Minneapolis. When this city is released 
from such railway injustice, as it will be, 
all talk of Lake Superior advantages 
and Lake Michigan advantages will end. 

The wheat markets showed no impor- 
tant change in prices last week. The ex- 
changes are still in the hands of scalpers 
and privilege traders. They make a 
market on which any others may trade. 
A few who had real business to trans- 
act have taken advantage of the situa- 
tion. The men who buy in the interior 
sold for future months, about what they 
bought on the spot in the country. A 
very few cents covered the extreme 
range of values and the end was close to 
the beginning. Some freezing and 
thawing, with the ground bare, was 
said to be hard on the uncovered winter 
wheat plant, which is none too strong 
after a very dry fall. Still, the markets 
were not severely disturbed by this, as 
traders had calculated upon and pre- 
viously discounted all the severity 
there was, leaving no unlooked-for ca- 
lamity to which to adjust the market. 
Investors were very little talked 
about. It is evident that speculators, 
of the most promiscuous sort, are 
carrying the present crop of wheat. It 
is continually in motion from speculator 
to speculator,some carrying a quantity 
for days, while others may shift in a 
less number of hours, and occasionally 
in asfew minutes. This distribution, it 
is found, reduces the charges for risk, 
and wheat out of farmers’ hands is car- 
ried for no more than half the cost be- 
fore trading pits were known. This 
is about all that can be said for 
them. i 
tendency is almost wholly bad. Stocks 
of wheat in sight showed another in- 
crease, and they are now 70,765,000 bus.

There is a rather better feeling in the 
wheat trade here now, mainly owing to 
the more encouraging tone on your side. 
There is, however, no buoyancy, and, 
above all, no active consumptive de- 
mand. We are, indeed, still suffering 
from the surplus imports of last season. 
Millers and factors are filled up, as they 
usually take care to bs when prices are 
so low as they row are, but there is no 
disposition to enter into fresh contracts 
for future delivery, in the face of the gi- 
gantic visible supply in the United 
States, which Bradstreet’s now returns 
as $3,700,000 bus, against 54,200,000 bus 
last year, and 41,300,000 bus in 1890. We 
have received this week the Washington 
bu.eau’s November report, which says 
that the wheat crop will not, after all, 
reach 500,000,000 bus, which is another 
great surprise to the trade,who, from the 
extraordinarily large deliveries from 
your farmers, looked for an increase in 
the official estimates of the crop. The 
consequence is that there is a tendency 


3.85 | to view the future with more confidence, 


the argument being that, if your crop 
this year does not reach 500,000,000 bus 
your farmers have oversold themselves, 
or, rather, have largely exceeded their 
usual deliveries in the four months after 
harvest, with the result that the latter 
part of the season must witness propor- 
tionately smaller deliveries. The un- 
precedentedly large visible supply is, 
however, tangible evidence of abundance 
which it is difficult by any reasoning to 
explain away, and [ am much afraid that 
we shall, for some time, have the same 
kind of dull, inactive markets, though 
prices are so low that any further decline 
is unlikely. - - 


The most important feature this week, 
next to the American crop report, is the 
preliminary official estimate of the Rus- 
sian crop, which is much more favorable 
than was expected. This report, howev- 
er, is not generally c:edited, the proba- 
bility being that the Russian officials, in 


4| view of the forthcoming fresh loan, have 


leaned considerably on the side of Op- 
timism in their estimate. No account is 
evidently taken of the smaller acreage, 
and wheat is said to have yielded 31,000,- 
000 qre, a figure only exceeded three 
times in the past eleven years. It is 
quite usual for the final official report to 
show a marked reduction on the early 
provisional estimates, and this year I 
expect the reduction will be larger than 
ever. Last year, for instance, the wheat 
crop was at first put 1,750,000 qrs too 
higb, and the rye crop was overestimated 
to the tune of 4,250,000 qrs. You may 
like to have the official returns of the 
Russian wheat and rye crop for the past 
seven years, which are here given, with 
the exports for the same time:

Thanksgiving week has been a quiet 
one in the Baltimore flour market, 
though at the close, in sympathy with 
the improvement in wheat,there is a bet- 
ter tone and more activity. Aside from 
winter straights, which have a black eye 
here at the moment, quotations are prac- 
tically the same as they were a week ago. 
The trade, however, in view of the ap- 
proaching season, which is usually a very 
dull one, has an idea that values will go 
still lower between now and the holidays, 
and that December will be the month of 
all months to buy in to advantage. In 
fact, this impression is becoming quite 
general, and, unless something unfore- 
seen happens to stimulate demand, I do 
not look for heavy buying much before 
Christmas. While all are waiting for 
this dull, sick spot to buy on, however, it 
is quite possible that it will never come, 
that the worst has been seen and that 
December will be a month of strength 
instead of weakness. The fellows who 
make a habit of waiting to get in at the 
bottom, generally wait too long and get 
in at the top. Spring patents are selling 
at 25s per 280 lbs in Rosen, I am told. 
Reduce that to United States money for 
a barrel, and see whether or not it is giv- 
ing them away. Can it be possible that 
these are the fancy prices to which the 
American millers are constantly refer- 
ring, and at which they are marketing 
their product abroad? If so, we in this 
country are holding the bag, while John 
Bull is getting the swag. But I am di- 
gressing. 

Winter patents, straights, clears and 
extras, on the spot, near by and to ar- 
rive from the west, range respectively at 
$3.90@4.20, $3.40@3.65, $3@3.35 and $2@ 
3. It is extremely difficult, however, if 
not impossible, to obtain the outside fig- 
ure for either grade. Some western mills 
are asking as high as $3.75@3.85 for 
straights to arrive, but, owing to spot 
and near-by offerings going at $3.40@ 
3.50, such figures are out of the question. 
While certain Indiana mills are selling 
patents at $4, those in Ohio and other 
states are holding them firmly at full 
quotations. One leading concern writes 
that it has sold enough patent to keep 
its mill running till the middle of De- 
cember, at prices equal to $4.30 Balti- 
more. 

Other mills write in a similar strain; 
yet our dealers apparantly manage to 
get all the patents they want at and 
around $4. Somebody evidently appre- 
ciates flour more than our dealers do, 
and I am glad of it. Low grades still 
hang fire. Spring patents, the new and 
mixtures, have been dull, at $4.15@4.40, 
though a few sales have been made at 
$4.15, $4.25 and $4.40, the latter for strict- 
ly fancy and part old wheat. Most deal- 
ers are holding off to buy the best at 
$4.25. Spring bakers’ are also quiet, at 
$3.15@3.40. 

City mills report a fair home trade 
and something doing for export. Sales 
of Rio extras for the week aggregate 
3,000 bbls at $3.90@4.10. 
buyers also took 1,000 bbls Howard 
Street extra and 1,000 bbls Howard 
Street family on private terms. Not- 
withstanding our city mills were all 
down on Thanksgiving day, their output 
for the week was about 9,750 bbls. Clear- 
ances of flour for the week were only 


fair, while receipts, on through bills of | 


lading principally, have been large—71,- 
520 bbls. 

Che wheat market here this week has 
ruled weak and firm alternately, closing 
today 144@%c lower than on last Satur- 
day. Receipts and clearances have been 
comparatively light, while stocks show 
the small increase of 29,592 bus. Cables, 
as a rule, have reflected quiet and steady 
foreign markets, and brought more buy- 
ing orders. Freight engagements for the 
week aggregate 37 loads, about three- 
fourths of which is for wheat, with Rot- 
terdam the principal buyer. The foreign 
demand nowadays, however, is generally 
ecattered and confined to parcel lots. 
This is always the case, both at home 
and abroad, when the stuff is particular- 
ly cheap. Milling wheats are unchanged, 
as compared with a week ago, and still 
in request. Speculation here has done 
very little this week, aside from switch- 
ing its deals from December to January 
and May. Some tired longs have sold their 
December holdings and gone short of

the May option, it is true, but this has not 
been done sufficiently to cut any special 
figure. Our larger traders are paying for 
the premiums on the distant options, but 
are doing little beyond that. eam 
from the seaboard have been large again 
this week, but their effect was more than 
offset by the heavy receipts in the north- 
west. The visible supply continues to 
increase weekly, the effects of which can 
not be ignored or evaded; yet it should 
be remembered that the amount afloat 
has begun to decrease, and £ from 
now on Europe will have to draw her 
supplies almost exclusively from Ameri- 
ca. It looks as though we were now on 
hard-pan, with everything favorable to 
an early improvement. Receipts of wheat 
for the week were 224,214 bus; stock to- 
day, 2,323,193 bus.

The wheat movement in Manitoba has 
shown signs of slackening in the last two 
weeks. ® season, up to last week, has 
been a very favorable one for threshing 
and marketing grain, the weather having 
been steady and dry. There was a heavy 
fall of snow on Thursday, and now there 
is good sleighing. Threshing is tinished, 
and this is in contrast with last year, 
when winter set in with a large part of 
the grain still in stack. Some of the old 
grain has stood in stack until this fall 
and was threshed with the new crop. 
Considerable of it was so badly damaged 
that it will never be threshed,while some 
that might be worth threshing is being 
fed to stock in the sheaf, on account of 


% | the very low price of wheat. 


The proportion of the crop marketed 
in Manitoba to date is larger than in any 
previous season. Farmers have rushed 
the stuff in, notwithstanding low prices, 
and the larger part of the crop by consid- 
erable has already come out. ere are 
approximately 4,000,000 bus wheat in 
store now, combining stocks at our Lake 
Superior ports and in country elevators. 
Part of this is held on account of farm- 
ers, who have stored to await higher 
— The rest of the crop marketed 

as gone eastward, principally via Fort 
William, Buffalo and New York, and 
some via Duluth, besides what has gone 
to eastern Canada points. Now that 
navigation is about at an end, the bulk 
of the stuff will go eastward via the Ca- 
nadian Pacific to New York and Boston. 

The outcome of the conference with 
railroad men in New York was an agree- 
ment that the railways would accept three 


grades of Manitoba wheat for export via | 





that port, and the Winnipsg grain ex- 
change has selected the grades of Nos. 1, 
2and 3 hard. Inspection returns show 
that the bulk of the crop is comprised in 
these grades, there being a great many 
more cars of No. 2 hard than of any oth- 
er grade, and No. 3 hard and No. 1 hard 
follow in the order named, as to quan- 
tity. Very little wheat is going into the 
northern grades, though there is some, 
mostly No. 2 northern. According to the 
arrangement with the railways, northern 
grades can not be exported at present, 
and that class of wheat will have to go 
into store for summer shipment, or go to 
domestic millers. The Boston railroads 
have agreed to take frosted wheat for ex- 
port via that port, and of this there are 
two grades, Nos. 1 and 2 frosted. Only 
a very few cars, however, go into these 
grades. Thus Manitoba has an export 
route open for five grades of wheat. It 
seems strange that the railways should 
limit the grades of wheat they will handle, 
but they no doubt find it a difficult mat- 
ter to provide storage facilities for the 
vast number of different grades of grain 
which they are obliged to carry, so as to 
keep the different grades separate. A 
rule has been established that all Cana- 
dian grain, from Manitoba or other parts 
of Canada, going to a United States port 
for export, must be graded in Canada 
before leaving the country, otherwise the 
railways will not accept it. 

The movement to establish a system of 
elevators at Winnipeg is taking definite 
shape. At present there is really no 
grain storage accommodation in this city, 
though the grain trade of the country is 
handled by firms having their headquar- 
ters here. There are several private ele- 
vators, of moreor less limited capacity, 
but no large publicelevators. This has 
been felt a great inconvenience to the 
trade. After leaving country elevators, 
there is no general storage point short 
of Lake Superior ports. As all the rail- 
ways center at Winnipeg, and the grain 
trade is also centered here, there is no 
doubt but that asystem of elevators here 
would prove a great help to the trade, 
and, at the same time, a paying invest- 
ment. In case of a blockade east of 
Winnipeg, such as occurred about a year 
ago, when the Winnipeg yard became 
filled with cars of wheat which could not 
be sent eastward, an elevator here would 
prove a safety-valve, to take in the 
wheat, thus releasing cars and tending 
to keep down blockades of grain at 
country points. It would also lead to 
the establishment of a sample market in 
Winnipeg, which would be a great con- 
venience to country shippers. It is pro- 
posed to establish a complete hospital 
elevator, as well as a storage elevator, 
which will greatly help the sample busi- 
ness here. The project is now in good 
shape, and it is likely that the prospectus 
of a stock company will shortly be is- 
sued, vith a view to carrying the work 
through. 

A recent local feature of interest is 
the opening of the new board of trade 
building in Winnipeg. The board of 
trade and the grain and produce ex- 
change have quarters in the building. 
A daily meeting of the exchange is held 
for business. The grain dealers of the 
city are taking offices in the building, 
and the trade is fast centralizing about 
the structure. 

The proposed new 150 bb! mill at Ed- 
monton, Alberta, has taken shape. The 
building is up and the machinery is be- 
ing put in. This point is 1,000 miles 
northwest of Winnipeg. 

The new mill at Oxbow, Assiniboia, is 
progressing, and will be completed about 
Dec. 31. 

The old mill at Emer3on, Alberta, is 
being moved, to be fitted up in connec- 
tion with a new mill at Edmonton. This 
is another of the pioneer mills of Mani- 
toba which have taken trips to far north- 
ern and northwestern districts, where 
they will be made to do duty for a while 
longer, or until the more modern mill 
shall arise and again compel them to 
cease grinding. 

A 30,000 bu elevator has lately been 
completed at Balgonie, Assa., and anoth- 
er at La Riviere, Man. 

Large & Wallace have rented the mill 
at Yorkton, Assa., for the rest of the sea- 


son.

Hard wheat, new crop, is selling quite 
readily, heavy New York exports caus- 
ing an advance of le yesterday. Heavy 
consumption is, however, the main reason 
for activity, for millers are still quite of 
the opinion that wheat is going lower. 
Though there is a prospect of heavy 
stocks here this winter, it is not likely 
that the millers will carry more than they 
are obliged to. An _ out-of-town mill- 
er came here yesterday to buy wheat, 
but, when he saw that the market had 
stiffened, he went away without buying. 
Millers are now quite generally using 
part new wheat. Though they still have 
a small opinion of it, they may find it as 
profitable as the old crop. There has been 
a perceptible slackening of the demand 
for flour; but millers are generally sold 
ahead and feel entirely easy. Feed has 
suddenly become very active. If the pres- 
ent demand keeps up, there will be an ad- 
vance in price. Already western ad- 
vances are reported. It is expected that 
the usual amount of hard wheat will be 
laid up afloat this winter. One firm will 
have 500,000 bus in whaleback bottoms. 
The limit of new Duluth wheat in store 
is now 10c over Chicago December for 
No. 1 hard, which is a further increase 
of the difference between hard wheat 
and winter wheat. All the mills are run- 
ning on good time. There has not been 
a stoppage of any consequence for a long 
while. About a third more flour is be- 
ing turned out now than was produced 
a year ago. The price of flour to the city 
trade, as quoted to retailers, remains as 
follows:

The amount of grain in store is 3,569,- 
637 bus wheat, 530,203 bus corn, 153,718 
bus oats and 83,777 bus rye, against 
3.576,684 bus wheat, 794,010 bus corn, 
492,161 bus oats and 43,274 bus rye last 
week, and 1,989,979 bus wheat, 100,537 
bus corn, 26,863 bus oats and 39,608 bus 
rye a year ago. Hard wheat increased 
24,200 bus, meee being 338,776 bus, 
leaving 2,542,517 bus in store. Lake re- 
ceipts for the week were 360,421 bbls 
flour, 2,305,229 bus wheat, 1,072,317 bus 
corn, 281,856 bus oats and 603,000 bus rye. 
Shipments by rail were 481,000 bus 
wheat, 1,478,000 bus corn, 20,400 bus oats; 
by canal, 436,357 bus wheat, 206,324 bus 
corn, 95,061 bus oats. 

The canal season is practically closed, 
though shippers are offering 5c on wheat 
to New York, an advance of lc overa 
week ago. Boatmen are usually refus. 
ing the rate and will lay up unless 6c is 
paid. The last part of the season has 
been very profitable to the boats. The 
roads have now entirely got the better of 
the rush and are furnishing cars almost 
without limit. If the west had done as 
well as the roads east of Buffalo, more 
stuff would have been moved. 

This point is going to do a heavy all- 
rail business in flour this winter for the 
first time. It used to be thought entire- 
ly too expensive to send flour east from 
beyond the lakes by rail and at the best 
it is a very tedious process, but the flour 
must be had. Probably not an agency 
here would have a bit of flour six weeks 
after the close of navigation unless more 
were brought in by rail, and, as the in- 
terval is so short, rail business will have 
to begin almost at once. There ought to 
have been a big fleet sent down with 
flour to hold afloat, but the vessels were 
not to be had. There is still a large 
amount to come, however. A dispatch 
from Duluth last night states that there 
is 170,000 bbls there yet, which must be 
shipped in a day or two. Ports further 
south ought to do still better. But flour 
melts away here like dew. The Duluth 
Imperial, for instance, reports shipments 
from here of 35 cars a day, and other 
agencies are correspondingly active. 

There has been an immense loss of 
flour and wheat between here and De- 





troit this week. It began with a full 
cargo of flour sunk in the Tuscarora, at 
the Lime Kilns. Then the Newburgh 
went to pieces on Lake Erie and scat- 
tered 4,000 bbls to the waves. Near her 
is the Flint & Pere Marquette No. 2, with 
a cargo that has mostly been thrown ov- 
erboard in order to save her. Both these 
cargoes were largely Pillsbury’s flour. It 
is said that ‘flour can be found for 20 
miles along the Canadian shore of Lake 
Erie, where these boats foundered. The 
whaleback 127 damaged her cargoof Du- 
luth Imperial flour about $1,200 and the 
loss on the schooner Nelson’s wheat car- 
go, sunk last Sunday at the Lime Kilns, 
is $30,000. These losses, most of which 
occurred this week, will exceed $80,000. 

The merchants’ exchange has repub- 
lished its grades of grain, which have 
lately been modified by the establish- 
ment of a Kansas hard red winter wheat 
grade, a No. 4 yellow corn grade and 
four grades of clipped oats. 

The Northwestern Consolidated agen- 
cy is hard at work on its steam 
» ©. at the Lehigh warehouse, and next 
week will be ready to run the packers 
and boltsat full blast. Special Agent 
Wade is here again, to remain more 
steadily. Business has called him away 
a great part of the season, so that the en- 
tire routine has been left to Mr. Mills. 

An unusual amount of attention ap- 
pears to be given to cornmeal. The 
Noye Mfg. Co. has lately been -furnish- 
ing a large number of sets of corn rolls 
to mills. The change from the old style 
is said to require only about half the 
power formerly needed. 

Geo. B. Mathews is in New York this 
week. A. R. James has recovered from 
his illness and is back at business again. 

Agent Safford, of Pillsbury’s office, is 
off for Thanksgiving. Like every good 
northwestern flour man, he is a New En- 
glander, hailing from New Hampshire. 

The Lockport milling industry appears 
to be likely to confine itself pretty near- 
ly to the Thompson mill. After the fire 
that destroyed the Chester and Little 
mills, it was announced that only the 
latter would be rebuilt. Now itis learned 
that Little & Son have bought the 
Barnes mill, at Middleport,and will leave 
Lockport. 

C. 8. Thompson’s mill at Alexander, 
Genesee county, is receiving extensive 
repairs and considerable new machinery.

MICHIGAN. | 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

My report to our association for the 
week showed an increase of business 
over that of the previous week, the fig- 
ures being slightly above the average for 
the year. Feed shipments made a bet- 
ter gain than those of flour, the move- 
ment for the week being, with one ex- 
ception, the best since the first week in 
October. Flour on hand decreased 
2,000 bbls, and the amount sold ahead 
by alikeamount. Wheat pretty nearly 
held its own, the decrease in stocks be- 
ing lessthan 6,000 bus. The Red line 
had the best of the business, with the 
Great Eastern next. In local jobbing 
prices flour stood at the old figures, with 
aslight advance in feed. The price paid 
farmers for wheat was higher by %c. 

Locally, the situation is featureless. 
Current orders are sufficient to keep the 
mills going half or two-thirds time, and 
none of them are doing better than this. 
Wheat receipts, with the slightly better 
prices and harder roads, have been bet- 
ter. Prices to the local trade are still at 
the bottom figure established some 
weeks ago, in fact, the lowest in the 
state, and they are likely to remain there 
until a material and well-sustained ad- 
vance in wheat occurs. “It’s a very 
easy matter to put the price down,” as one 
miller remarked, “but it’s the devil to 
get it back again.” 

The daily papers announce that the 
new mill of Henry & Tugger, at St. Lou- 
is, has started, and that the local flour 
market has suffered a decline of $1.75 
per bbl. The dealers are said to be kick- 
ing with both feet, and consumers are 
wild with joy. It would seem as though 
$1.75 per bbl reduction was a pretty deep 
cut, and that consumers really have cause 
for gladness, but what about the chances 
of the mill doing business at a profit? 

R. J. Hamilton, White Pigeon, writes: 
“Receipts of wheat this week have been 











large. We are paying 65@68c. Demand 
for flour is rather slow, but we have sold 
all we made at fair margins.” 

Walsh-De Roo Milling Co., Holland: 
“The movement of wheat has been very 
light in this section for the past two 
weeks and there is no indication of any 
change in this respect. Demand for the 
higher grades of flour continues fair, 
while low grades are still difficult to dis- 
pose of. Millfeed is in better demand 
and at advanced quotations. We contin- 
ue to run full time, mostly on back or- 
ders, but get enough new ones to take 
about half to two-thirds of the produc- 
tion.” 

Two weeks ago I made the statement 
that I could not make news; I could on- 
ly report it. When this came to the ears 
of the reporters on the daily papers I was 
given a chilly laugh, and they frankly 
told me I was a chump and that a man 
who could not make news when occasion 
required was a diegrace to the profession. 
Now I am sensitive about such matters, 
and, seeing that something must be done 
for Michigan, in order to keep within 
sight of Ohio and Indiana, I determined 
to try my “prentice hand” on a batch of 
manufactured news and the following is 
the result. I don’t like it myself and 
would much prefer that Michigan mill- 
ers take it upon themselves to be a little 
more free with real news in the future. 

J. B. Dobson is said to be stranded in 
an Indiana town. It’s “Little Wonder” 
that such should be the case, as all his 
earthly possessions were staked on the 
result of the late election and his man 
did not win. Too bad, but what is Cleve- 
land’s loss is Lansing’s gain. 

E. Chapple, managing partner of E. 
Rutan & &o., Belding, writes me that his 
salary has been raised to $3,000 per year, 
and that, in consequence of this addition- 
al expense, the company will pass its 
usual 10 per cent quarterly dividend. 

Newman & Rice, Portland, have ar- 
ranged with the city water works to 
pump water from Grand river into the 
Looking Glass river, upon which stream 
their mill is located, enabling them to 
dispense with their engine and insuring 
a good supply of water the year around. 

W. A. oaks, of Coldwater, is reput- 
ed to be in a bad way. It is alleged on 
good authority that he has not been able 
to play a game of whist since Nov. 8. If 
this is true and he does not get help soon, 
Coldwater is likely to lose one of her 
brightest citizens. Mr. Coombs is a re- 
publican. 

The Benton Harbor Milling Co., Ben- 
ton Harbor, is preparing to extend the 
“Marine leg” of its new elevator to Mil- 
waukee,to avoid shipping wheat “all rail” 
during the time navigation is closed. 
This experiment will be watched with 
interest. 

Since this city went into the electric 
light business on its own hook, Mr. Tho- 
man, who was a large stockholder in the 
private company that previously did the 
lighting, has been casting about for some 
new scheme to help make both ends 
meet. A happy thought struck him 
this week and he immediately put the 
idea into working order. A “Texas” 
running the whole length of the mill was 
turned so as to run crossways, which 
leaves a projection of about 20 feet on 
each side, and this he is utilizing as 
horse sheds, charging the farmers 15c 
each for a stall. From present appear- 
ances it looks as though the scheme was 
a financial success, but it does not add 
to the architectural beauty of the plant. 

W. J. Pollard & Co., Allegan, ehut 
down their mill Wednesday noon, Nov.9, 
as soon as the thing looked absolutely 
safe, and did not start up until the day 
after Thanksgiving. Mr. Pollard is a 
democrat. 

This has been an eventful week in 
Battle Creek milling circles, two of the 
leading mills having changed hands. 
Frank W. Ward has come into possess- 
ion of the old Hinman & Ward property, 
and Samuel J. Titus and Wm. E. Hicks 
have associated themselves, and will 
hereafter operate the mill so long owned 
and managed by Titus & Hicks. 

The Albion Milling Co., Albion, has 
8 ed its Corliss engine up to 500 rev- 
olutions a minute and added a new sky- 
light to its elevator, by which changes 
it expects to increase its capacity, so it 
can take care of its orders without work- 
ing Sunday. 

At Ann Arbor, Allmendinger & Schnei- 
der and Swathel, Kyer & Peterson have 





consolidated their business, under the 
name of the Allmendinger-Kyer-Peter- 
son-Schneider-Swathel Milling Co., Ltd.; 
ome $1,000,000, all paid in. Mr. Kyer 
will act as head miller, while Mr. All- 
mendinger will do the firing and have 
charge of the power. No attention will 
be paid to office details, as the enter- 
prise is run “just for the name of it.” 

The Merrill Milling Co., Kalamazoo, 
took advantage of the Thankegiving shut- 
down to move its 200 bbl water power 
mill at Plainwell to Kalamazoo. It now 
stands along-side the Eagle Steam mill, 
the power of the Plainwell mill being 
used to drive both plants. Local papers 
are boasting about Kalamazoo enter- 
prise, but when we consider that Plain- 
well is only 12 miles away, it does not 
seem as though there was much in this 
transaction to make a noise about. 

Low grade flour is cheap; worth about 
lc per lb. Pork is high; worth 5@6c per 
lb. Manager Green, of the Holly Mill- 
ing Co., Holly, is not slow to catch on, so 
an immense annex was built to that com- 
pany’s mill and the natives were all agog 
to know. what the outcome was to be. 
This week their curiosity was gratified 
when a special train laden with 1,500 
western “razor-backs” was unloaded in 
the annex. The low-grade spouts were 
switched off from the packer and into 
the pen, where the stream of flour is 
joined by a stream of hot water from 
the condenser and the difference in price 
between low grade and pork is equalized 
in a most satisfactory manner. The an- 
nex is lighted by electricity and the hogs 
are worked in relays, night and day, so 
that the scheme is practically automatic. 

J. Jenks & Co., Sand Beach, are happy. 
They have just connected their boilers 
with the Indiana gas fields by overhead 
pipe line and the saving in fuel is going 
to bea big item ir their business. A 
stand-pipe 150 feet high, from which the 
surplus gas escapes and which is allowed 
to burn during the night, has dispensed 
with the need of a government light- 
house at that point, and the firm is fit- 
ting it up with proper machinery and in- 
tends using it for wheat storage. 

Fortunate is the man who has no 
“skeleton in his closet.” The truth of 
this was never more forcibly called to 
mind than in a case that has come to the 
surface in the last few weeks. One of 
our most prominent millers (the name is 
withheld for obvious reasons), a man 
who, for years, has been among the fore- 
most citizens of his town, and in the 
trade, who came to this state from the 
east at an early day, and, by close appli- 
cation and untiring effort, had worked 
himself well toward the top, has now, in 
a day, been extinguished like a candle, 
with prospects blighted and hope 
crushed out. One little breath has made 
his name a by-word among his fellows, 
and today he is a wanderer, heaven 
knows where, unhonored by his family 
and despised by his former business as- 
sociates. It waslike this; At the flood 
tide of his prosparity, when his lucky 
star was at his zenith, in an unguarded 
moment he allowed his name to be men- 
tioned in connection with a county of- 
fice. His nomination was easy and his 
election seemed certain. His political 
enemies, however, were bitter and active, 
and they ransacked heaven and earth 
for a flaw in his record, without avail, 
until one vampire, more devilish in his 
ingenuity than the others, bethought 
himself of what might have happened 
in the early days before the oqniidate 
came to Michigan.

Mr. pea y _ Blanton bp 
Co., gives us ollowing report of the 
militag trade at Indiana he: : “Dull- 
ness has characterized both foreign and 
domestic trade this week. Whatorders 
we have received have been only for 
small lots at exceedingly low figures,con- 
sidering the fact that we are now paying 
more money for the wheat we are receiv- 
ing than we paid for it a month back. It 
does not look as if trade would improve 
to any extent until the large receipte be- 
gin to fall off, as our correspondents 
are only buying in small lots, just as 
they need the stock, appearing to have 
no faith in the market. Of course, the 
large stocks of flour held at almost all 
centers serve to depress trade. The feed 
market has improved very much in the 
past ten days and we now have booked 
all the orders we care to take for the 
next two weeks. Very little wheat is 
coming in. Our output this week has 
fallen about 350 bbls below the average, 
on account of the Thanksgiving holiday.” 
Church & Bro. were down most of the 
week, not being able to get sufficient 
wheat, but will run next week. Car re- 
ceipts this week were 37,800 bus. The 
stock is 505,921 bus, a decrease of 12,525 
bus from that of last week. The week’s 
output was 15,113 bbls. Mr. Gillet, of 
the Acme Milling Co, reports the situa- 
tion as follows: “Our output for the 
week is 8,983 bbls, the small figure being 
on account of the shut-down on Thanks- 
giving day. The offerings of wheat con- 
tinue very small and the business in 
flour is even more limited. Our corre- 
spondents Roe aay large stocks of flour 
and dull trade. We note quite an im- 
Sa in the feed market, the price 

aving advanced $1@1.25 per ton in the 
past ten days.” 

The Blish Milling Co., Seymour,writes: 
“Have run full time and capacity, but 
shut down Thursday morning for the 
rest of the week, during which time we 
will connect our elevator engine with 
the rest of the mill, for the purpose of 
increasing our power to that extent. 
While we have done very little new busi- 
ness in flour for the week, we can report 
a fair inquiry at the lowest offers yet 
made on the crop. Scarcity of feed in 
some markets and the fact that the corn 
crop is not yielding as was expected have 
caused an improved demand for this ar- 
ticle, but at not much better figures 
than have prevailed the past month. 
November, usually the period of smallest 
wheat movement in this section, has 
seen even less wheat move this season 
than ordinarily, and, as present low 
prices will undoubtedly prevail for some 
time, we can not expect much improve- 
ment in receipts in the near future. 
Hard freezes on bare fields, the prevail- 
ing weather for the past two weeks, have 
injured the growing crop, to just what 
extent will not be known till later.” 

M. B. McFeely, Marion: “Nothing new 
bere this week. The mills are all run- 
ning as usual and trade is about the same. 
We are paying from 62 to 65c for the best 
grades of milling wheat. Straight flour 
sells at $3.20 per bbl. Jas. Charles has 
gone to California to spend the winter 
months.” 

W. J. Hargrave, Boonville: “We are 
going only half time this week. Our lo- 
cal trade is good and wheat is coming to 
market pretty freely. We have our or- 
ders nearly completed and the flour mar- 
kets generally are so dull that we can 
not accept prices offered. We are living 
in hopes of a better day in the future. 
Growing wheat is not looking as well as 
it did ten days ago.” 

=. E. Loughery, Monticello: “We are 
going ahead steadily on past sales, but 
are not accumulating any now in the way 
of orders. Can it be that our foreign 
friends are following the wake of our 
democrats in the way of jollifying and 
blowing their horns on account of the 
results of election? Be that as it may, 
we trust that after due feasting on holi- 
day times, they will come at us with ac- 
ceptable offers. Farmers’ receipts, while 
not heavy, are reasonably fair. Demand 
for feed has been quite good and we 
placed some orders in advance of our of- 


fers.”

$3.20. It is quite the universal opinion 
that the markets will be dull until after 
the holidays now.” 

J. L. Knauss, Evansville: “All the 
mills are running irregularly this week, 
except Igleheart’s, which is going full 
time. The question of where we are go- 
ing to get cheap and good wheat, is be- 
coming serious here. Farmers are now 
resting on the theory that was preached 
to them during the last campaign that if 
Cleveland was elected wheat would go 
up to $1 per bu and they are waiting for 
this time to come, at least some of them 
took this for true gospel. Farmers’ re- 
ceipts are very light and the warehouse- 
men all have high priced wheat which 
they can not sell now without a loss. The 
flour trade is going along with the gen- 
eral markets, lower, lower. I see no al- 
ternative for mills here other than to 
shut down or run and pay more for 
wheat than it is worth and hold their 
flour above the markets, and that, we all 
know, means going to the warehouse 
with the flour. My advice would be to 
shut down for at least a month and 
await developments. The output here

LIVERPOOL. 
[Special Correspondence.] 
“Featureless,” “worse than ever,” 
“trade very bad,” these with divers other 


remarks of similar tenor, are some that I 
have heard from well-known importers 
here. One of them, indeed—a large op- 
erator—said that the only ray of light he 
could see was that prices were so much 
below producing point. Apart from this 
he thought there was no chance of rally 
for some time. Even local millers were 
not doing much now, a sure sign that 
trade was very slack. At thesame time, 
for anyone with idle money to spare, he 
considered wheat at present splendid 
value, adding, however, with a smile, “I 
thought the same you know at 7s for red 
winter and now it is 5s 9d (per 100 lbs), 
but, of course, it issafer now.” Another 
importer remarks: “Excessive supplies 
form the ruling factor in keeping prices 
down,” while a third takes an even more 
despondent tone—though one of the 
most active men on this market—and 
says he really does not know “what to 
say,” with an added remark that local 
millers’ patent still commands a premi- 
um. The representative here of a large 
house states that in his opinion ‘‘buyer’s 
ideas are 6@9d below what they were a 
few weeks ago, while millers’ ideas are 3 
@6d above prices accepted a few weeks 
ago. This difference renders business 
impracticable.” He adds, rather signiti- 
cantly: “In one sense it is a good thing 
for importers, as it is believed that buy- 
ers have considerable more bought than 
they can take on arrival.” This gentle- 
man has rather strong convictions that 
American millers do not realize the ex- 
cellence of local millers’ tiour and the 
severity of this competition. In his view 
they have turned a “deaf ear” to this 
phase of the situation too long. 

A meeting of the British and Irish 
Millers’ Association was held here yes- 
terday, with a large attendance. ‘The 
proceedings were extremely interesting, 
there being a number of addresses on 
live subjects by able representatives of 
the trade. One speaker dwelt at length 
on the serious egricultural outlook in 
Great Britain and said that, like milling 
ten years ego, it was a question which 
must be faced. Another speaker, re- 
viewing the conditions of the trade, said 
that in 1868, with a harvest of 15,000,000 
qrs, valued at £37,000,000, British farm- 
ers had some chance, but that the esti- 
mated harvest of 1892 has a value of 
only £10,000,000, with an increased popu- 
lation to feed. Here is indeed food for 
reflection.

The dullness of all trading in wheat 
and flour tends to curtail the interest of 
everybody in the deal, and, of course, to 
reduce the interest of reports of markets 
to the minimum.

But the daily movement is now much 
less than on the corresponding days of 
the week in 1891, and the outlook favors 
the expectation of still further reduction 
Winter wheat receipts have decreased 
decidedly, and we count upon a light fu- 
ture movement. If all that is reported 
in the newspapers concerning the north- 
western crop and the accumulations is 
true, the movement thence is only a 
question of weather. 

Milling operations in Ohio are shrink- 
ing. Atany rate, that is true of Toledo. 
While the National Milling Co. has been 
running full capacity, and has made 
equal to 13,500 bbls, the Northwestern 

illing Co., here and in central Ohio, has 
reduced its output equal to 4,000 bbls— 
2,500 bbls at Toledo and 1,500 bbls at 
Loudonville and Mount Vernon. The 
National Milling Co. has been grinding 
on old orders, which are nearly filled, 
and new sales are very light. Both mill- 
ing companies report cable orders, but 
at prices based on about 70c for wheat, 
and, of course,too low toexecute. The 
orders for domestic consumption have 
also been light, and great dullness char- 
acterizes the trade. The production in 
the city equals 17,500 bbls for the week. 

Millfeed is quoted from firm to a shade 
higher, with a demand corresponding to 
the production. 

The propeller “Moore” today landed 
10,000 bbls of flour here, for the Duluth 
Imperial Mill Co., which is for distribu- 
tion from here by rail. 

As will be seen by the following, the 
receipts of wheat are shrinking. The 
table below gives the receipts of grain at 
Toledo, Detroit, St. Louis, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Duluth, Minneapolis and Peoria:

The exports of wheat for a week at four 
Atlantic ports were 1,477,000 bus wheat, 
438,000. bus corn and 121,000 bus oats.

ROCHESTER.

Slight variations in the wheat market 
this week have had little perceptible ef- 
fect on the flour trade. The millers gen- 
erally do not expect much change in the 
situation until after the holidays. They 
do not recollect any period when prices 
were lower or margins smaller. There is

is extremely dull. Some weeks one or 
two millers do not appear to feel the gen- 
eral depression in the market and talk 
in a rather encouraged way, but in a week 
or two the same hopeful manufacturers 
have invariably joined the others in the 
general complaint that trade is not in a 
satisfactory condition. 

Prices for car lots f. o. b. are about as 
follows: Patents, $4.40@4.50; bakers’, 
$3.15@3.40; winter wheat straight, $4.25;

The millers of the city met in the 
chamber of commerce Thursday evening, 
to consider the Bespened plan of taking 
a temporary additional water supply for 
the city from the Genesee river, a project 
which is being pushed by the city press, 
the chamber of commerce and a consid- 
erable number of the citizens. There 
were present J. A. Hinds, of J. A. Hinds 
& Co.; Chas. E. Angle, of the Moseley & 
Motley Milling Co.; Ferguson & Lewis; 
W. 8S. Sherman, of Smith & Sherman; J. 
G. Davis & Co., and other owners of wa- 
ter rights. Of course, the special inter- 
est of the millers in the movement is 
that if any water is taken from the river 
it may decrease the power materially in 
some seasons when the stage islow. It 
was felt that while the millers, as good 
citizens, were equally interested with 
other people in securing a sufficient sup- 
ply of water for the city, they should not 
be made to bear heavier burdens than 
other classes of people. It also seemed 
to the millers a proper time to state their 
position, before the city authorities pro- 
ceeded any further in the matter. In 


fact, at a previous meeting of the cham-| Bae 


ber of commerce when the subject was 
under consideration and the question of 
damages to the millers was raised, the as- 
sertion was made that it would be time 
enough to talk of that when the millers 
presented their claims. After a full and 
free discussion, the millers and other wa- 
ter right owners unanimously adopted 
resolutions, setting forth that as, in the 
past, they had suffered great loss by rea- 
son of the abstraction by the city of large 
quantities of water from the sources of 
the river, and there is danger of in- 
creased diminution by reason of the use 
of the water by the city for a tempora 

supply, while they were desirous of aid- 
ing the city in its efforts to secure such 
supply, they protested against any fresh 
diminution without compensation for 
damages. Also that, if the city would, at 
its expense, repair and maintain the 
state reservoir at Rockville, so that it 
might again be made serviceable for fur- 


nishing water to the river, they would 
not object to the city’s propo lan of 
getting a temporary supply from the riv- 


er for a period not exceeding two years, 
but that they waived no rights except as 
expressly stated. It is expected that 
further action on the matter will be tak- 
en by the city authorities next week.

Shipments were 112,829 bbls, 
against 115,006 bbls the same week in 
1891. The lake-and-rail lines continue 
to carry the bulk of the flour shipped, 
but the lake transit and all-rail routes 
are contracting new offerings, as the sea- 
son of navigation on the lower lakes is 
about closing. Wheat receipts are fall- 
ing off as the season advances, the Mil- 
waukee system bringing three-fourths of 
the entire amount. Shipments continue 
about the same—107,558 bus, of which 
82,125 went to Buffalo and 22,000 by rail 
via Chicago. Last year’s receipts were a 
trifle larger, but the shipments were 
about the same asin this year. A parcel 
of 3,433 bus went to Michigan. 

The wheat market is 44@Ic lower, un- 
der the influences noted heretofore— 
large accumulations in this country and 
indifference on the part of foreign —_ 
ers. No. 2 spring sold at 65@665¢c cash, 
6514@67144c December and 72@73% 
May. Millers bought sample wheat at

No. 2 spring, 56@7lc for No. 3 
and 53@64 for No. 4—the extreme 
figures for choice hard western. Win- 


ter wheat continues to find a ready 
market at 55@68c. Stocks have de- 
creased, and the amount in public houses 
is the same as at the opening of the week, 
while private houses contain a little less. 

Kastward freights are firmer, on the 
basis of 23c per 100 lbs all-rail with lake 
transit, and 25c via Chicago. Ocean 
freights are based on 23c inland, via New 
York, and are quoted as follows: Liver- 
pool, 34 25c; London and Bristol, 37.06c; 
Glasgow, 35.66c; Leith, 38.47c; Dublin, 
39.88c; Belfast, 44.0923; Hamburg, 41c; 
Bremen 43c; Rotterdam and Amsterdam, 
39c; Antwerp, 39.88c. Via Boston, some 
European points are given lower rates. 
Lake freights are unchanged, and wheat 
is shipped at 214c per bu to Buffalo. 

Millstuff is firm and 50@75c higher, 
the demand for shipment by lake and 
rail eastward having absorbed all offer- 
ings for immediate delivery. Sacked 
bran sold at $11@12 and middlings at 
$11.75@12.50, closing at the outside. 
Coarse cornmeal is slightly lower and 
sells at $16 on track, and ground feed at 
$16 and $18. 

A. W. D. Shipton, a London flour 
dealer was on ’change this -week. He says 
the English markets are stocked up so 
heavily that for the present there is no 
hope of an improvement in values, 
though January and February may wit- 
ness a change.

BOSTON. 


[Special Oorrespondence.] 

The flour market this week has been 
rather quiet, with a dull demand, and, 
while some business has been done, sup- 
plies are being taken only in a hand-to- 
mouth way. There have been no special 
features in the market, and buyers are 
content to purchase along as their wants 
require, and take chances of the future. 
Asa rule, stocks carried by the trade are 
not very large, and, consequently, it is 
forced to frequently buy supplies, even 
on a quiet market. This state of affairs 
causes a healthy tone to prevail, even on 
@ quiet market, and values show no ma- 
terial change from those of a week ago. 

The market has ruled firm and the out- 
look is now quite encouraging. The 
firm tone of wheat has been followed by 
a little stronger feeling with holders of 
flour. The marked decrease in the re- 
ceipts of wheat at primary points has had 
the effect of bracing we ae flour market 
as well as the wheat market,{and, while 
we can not quote higher prices as yet, 
millers show less disposition to shade 
them in order to effect sales, and, in fact, 
a number of millers are quite indifferent 








the orders are for immediate shipment. 
The belief in a future of considerably 
higher prices, and that at no distant pe- 
riod, is very general among millers, and 
for this reason they are loth to sell for 
futuredelivery. Besides this, the cost of 
milling at Minneapolis is being increased 
by the necessary use of steam in place of 
water power, and there will also be a 


The| curtailment of production on this ac- 


count. Another point is that the cost of 
transportation will also be increased 
about Dec.1. All this has, and will have, 
a direct bearing on the flour market, both 
local and general, and especially upon 
the spring wheat product, and will serve 
to prevent any further shrinkage in val- 
ues. The tone of foreign advices, lately, 
has been better and more inquiry for 
flour has been noted. From this it would 
seem that the markets abroad would re- 
spond to any advance in prices of flour 
here. The demand from New England 
points is also likely to increase soon, and 
any advance in prices of wheat is pretty 
sure to be followed by freer buying. On 
the whole, it appears that the prospects 
of the flour trade, for inc business 
and higher prices, before or very soon 
after the first of the new year, are good. 

The range on spring wheat patents 
continues about $4.25@4.50, though a 
few special brands go a little higher. 
Winter wheat patents are selling about 
— as a general range, with clear 
and straight quoted at $3.50@4, though 
it has to beapretty fancy brand that 
will command over $3.85. Low grades of 
flour continue dull and nominal, the de- 
mand for such being very light.

A Suggestion to the Minnesota Trade. 





Under date Nov. 25, “Country Miller,” 
who, by the way, is located in the north 
of the state, brings up the following im- 
portant topics for the consideration of 
the Minnesota fraternity: 

“Why is it that the city and country 
millers of this state do not compare 
notes a little and cease cutting rates in 
opposite directions? It has seemed to 
be a rule for the past two years for the 
city mills, the moment they were ahead 
of orders, to send salesmen out to sell 
flour right and left in any direction trib- 
utary that was not too much against 
freights, fora price that would just about 
buy the wheat and sacks. On the other 
hand, country mills making only a small 
amount of export flour, sell to middle- 
men at whatever price they will bid, and 
bring down the city mills’ export price. 
It is easy to see the results, and every 
miller hasfeltthem. Now there is no 
need of Minnesota mills making the pub- 
lic a present of their profits, and it 
would seem to the writer that, with an 
organization and understanding, the cut 
could all be made on export, and thereby 
increase our trade. It is a sure thing 
that all country mills built must be run, 
even if it be at the cost of operating, 
and, instead of decreasing in number, 
they are steadily on the increase. It 
seems as if as intelligent alot of men as 
the Minnesota millers will average, ought 
to get into an organization that will right

[Special Correspondence. ] 

Aside from the rude mortars of the In- 
dians, the first flour making devices on 
the Pacific coast were those of Spaniards, 
and when the discovery of gold in “forty- 
nine” brought a rush of Americans, the 
millstone and the windmill followed. 
Wheat fields then disputed the sway of 


King Corn, but the demand for flour was | 4% 


but poorly met for some years. 

miners and farmers who had penetrated 
the wilds of Oregon were not able to get 
flour except from San Francisco and the 
trade then built up by California millers 
along this northern coast has not yet 
been entirely lost. The pioneers of the 
north acquired a taste for California 
flour and a habit of buying it which de- 
scended to their children and the result 
has been that it is but slowly displaced 
by the mills of Oregon and Washington. 

While it is true that, until within the 
we three years, the means of transport 

rom the mills of the Pacific north- 
west to the coast towns of Oregon 
and Washington were almost nil, and 
that they are yet irregular, inadequate 
and costly, our millers have succeeded in 
making serious inroads upon the Cali- 
fornia flour trade in these localities. All 
this time the California millers have had 
regular and adequate water transporta- 
tion, at low rates, between San Francis- 
co and the entire western coast, even up 
to Alaska. 

Another factor in maintaining the 
northern flour trade for California mills 
has been the establishment of large lum- 
bering and coal mining enterprises along 
the coast of O m and Washington, on 
Puget sound and in the Cascade moun- 
tains. These were naturally entirely 
supplied with everything, flour included, 
from California, and this may well bere- 
— as & permanent thing, at least, so 

ong as California capital is represented. 

Something over a year ago, the Portland 
chamber of commerce subsidized a 
steamship line to run regularly between 
here and Coos bay, where there are 
large settlements, supported by lumber- 
ing and coal mining chiefly. The flour 
freight was Le at $2 per ton, which 
rate enabled our millers to undersell 
California. The distance is 400 miles 
and this, with other steamer lines soon 
afterward established, threatened to cut 
off California’s trade along that section 
of the coast. But the line was badly 
handled and the steamers finally drew 
off, so that now communication with 
Coos bay is irregular and ungertain. The 
flour tariff is $5 per ton and the Califor- 
rou millers again hold the bulk of the 
ti 


. 

What is true of Coos bay is also true 
to a great extent of Shoalwater bay and 
Gray’s harbor, the two principal markets 
of Pacific coast proper of Washing- 
ton. Portland has rather closer and bet- 
ter communication with these ports than 
with those to the south, but California’s 
well managed and regular steamer ser- 
vice and the California lumbering inter- 
ests there located, draw steady shipments 
of flour from the golden state. 

Along Puget sound and in British Co- 
lumbia the conditions are changed, 
though here the regular and fine steam 
and sail lines from San Francisco ma- 
terially affect the prospects of the trade 
passing wholly into the hands of Oregon 
and Washington millers. There are many 
mills along the sound ‘and one or two 
large ones at Tacoma and Seattle, but 
they are in direct competition with Cali- 
fornians on the one hand and the interior 
millers on the other. Right here comes 
in a peculiar fact. I learned recently 
that a small mill located at Medford, 
Ore., 328 miles south of Portland, on the 
main line of the Southern Pacific, has a 
2 ewe trade in Arne, the capital of 

ashington, at the h of the sound. 
This is explained by the other fact that 
the price of wheat in both states is fixed 
at Portland, hence the Medford miller 
can lay down flour at Olympia at a cost 
the same as for that ground in Portland, 
though it has a rail journey 328 miles 
longer and over a distinct railway line. 

surplus of the interior mills natur- 
ally comes to Portland, and, as a result, 
almost every country mill of any size 
has an agent here and a regular travel- 
ing salesman, as ‘well. This creates the 
fiercest kind of competition at all points, 
and the natural result is the cutting of 


business, which has led up to the recent 
formation of an association of the mill- 
ers of the two states for mutual benefit. 
The recent partial combination of Cali- 
fornia millers undoubtedly hastened this 
matter. What the results will be can 
not be foretold, but President Kratz is 
very hopeful and the list of members of 
the executive committee augurs well for 
the devising of a feasible plan of opera- 


ions. 

A leading factor in the milling situa- 
tion is and will continue to be the posi- 
tion of the Portland Flouring Mills Co., 
an organization controlled by the great 
banking house of Ladd & Tilton. The 
management has always been in the 
hands of Theodore B. Wilcox, a thorough 
and energetic business man, who started 
into milling with the idea that he could 
control the industry in this immediate 
territory. The mills at first secured were 
undoubtedly taken in payment of othb- 
erwise uncollectable loans. Mr. Wilcox 
seems to have believed that by operat- 
ing these mills so as to flood the markets 
with flour and then leasing mills which 
were compelled to shut down or break, 
he could soon obtain sole sontrol of the

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Grain Growing in America.—Gibbs & 
Edwards vs Edward Atkinson. 





Editor Northwestern Miller: 

We have carefully read the article of 
Albert Humphries, reviewing Edward 
Atkinson’s paper on the production of 
wheat in America, which appeared in the 
Millers’ Gazette and Corn Trade Journal 
of London Sept. 26, and, as brother mill- 
ers, desire to express our congratulations 
to Mr. Humphries on the very able and 
candid manner in which he has handled 
the subject. For a man who does not 
claim to be a practical farmer, or to have 
had any experience in American ways, 
we think his statements are wonderfu M 
near the truth. While the items wi 
vary somewhat from the actual, as ap- 
plied to this portion of the country, the 
total we believe to be very nearly correct. 

Having farmed in the Red river valley 
for thirteen years, an outline of the cost 
of raising wheat here, as shown by our 
own experience, and our observation of 
that of others, may not prove uninterest- 
ing to the readers of The Miller at this 
time, when the subject of actual.wheat 
values, as determined by the average 
cost of production, is being anxiously 
discu: the world over. 

Mr. Humphries tabulates the cost to 
the American farmer, per acre, of raising

This, taking the average yield per acre 
for the past nine years, as shown by the 
government sar at 12 bus, would 
make the actual cost per bushel, to the 
average farmer, about 2s 6d or 60c. 

To consider these several items in the 
light of our own experience in North 
Dakota (and we are this year farming in 
six different counties), we should say his 
first item of 5s for rent is about right, as 
an average for the state, but is too low 
for the Red River valley proper, where 
improved farms will average in value 
about $20 an acre. The farmer who buys 
this land on time will pay 8 per cent in- 
terest and often 10 per cent, but, taking 
the lower rate, we have $1.60 per acre in- 
terest. Taxes will average at least 20c 
~ acre more, and we may safely add, 

or the expense of simply keeping build- 
ings in repair and insured, at least 12c 
per acre—probably much more. But, 
even taking this modest sum, we have a 
total properly chargeable as rent of $1.92 
per acre, or 8s instead of 5s, as Mr. Hum- 
phries modestly puts it. 

Now, as to machinery and stock: Mr. 
Humphries values the self-binding har- 
vester at £40. Some years ago it cost 
that, but today it can be bought for about 
half that for cash. Yet, as the average 
life of this machine is much less and the 
number of acres cut each year to the 
machine much less than is allowed by 
Mr. Humphries, the result will not be 
materially affected. The steam thresher 
now costs something over £400 and is 
also a very short-lived machine, very ex- 
pensive to keep in repair, and, like all 
other farm machinery, is only used for 
a few days in a year; so the allowance to 
be made for idle capital is very large. 

Mr. Humphries puts the cost of plow- 
ing at 4s 3d, which may — cover 
the actual expense, but we doubt it, as 
the allowance made by him for capital 
invested in horse-flesh is altogether too 
small. He puts the value of the average 
horse at £6 10s, while the average cost of 
the horses owned by the Red River val- 
ley farmer will be at least double that 
amount, and the number of acres each 
horse can cultivate will fall below 40 
rather than reach 50, as hestates. We 
have paid 6s per acre for all the plowing 
we have hired done this year, and can 
not get good plowing done for less. The 
amount allowed for other cultivation, 2s 
6d, would probably be excessive, as many 
farmers here only harrow their fields 
once. But, as every good farmer expects 
to allow his land to rest at least one 
year in fiveand summer fallow it, when 
no crop is raised, but rent and taxes go 
on just the same, this loss would more 
than counterbalance any excess in this 
item. The amount allowed for seed and 
seeding ig too large, figuring on the pres- 
ent price of wheat, but, taking the aver- 
age price in the spring, when the seed- 
ing here is done, it is a very conservative 


estimate. Lastly, we have 13s 1d al- 
lowed as the cost of harvesting, includ- 
ing threshing and housing on the farm. 
This we also consider a very conserva- 
tive estimate, and much less than we 
have repeatedly paid for this work. 

To return in to the table prepared 
by Mr. Humphries as showing the actual 
cost per acre to raise wheat, where the 
farmer lives on the land and works him- 
self, we would only change the first item 
of rent from 5s to 8s, making a total of 
33s 6d instead of 30s 6d,as Mr. Hum- 
phries has it. But, in conclusion, we 
wish to present the following table as 
showing the cost to us on some land we 
own and hire farmed. We will figure in- 
terest on the money actually invested in 
this land at 8 pi cent, which rate we 
would have no difficulty in obtaining on

Or, dropping the item of rent, it has cost 
us 28s, or $7 an acre, to hire a crop of 
wheat raised this year on more than one 
piece of land we arefarming. The aver- 
age yield this year, we are confident, will 
not exceed 14 bus, and the average price 
at the farm, allowing only actual expense 
of hauling to market, will not exceed 50c, 
or 25d, per bu, bringing a return from 
the crop of say $7, or 28s, just the cost of

LATE LEGAL DECISIONS.

Damages for the non-performance of 
contracts: It is the rule that, in cases of 
contracts wholly unperformed, such 
damages as naturally result from the 
breach of the contract are presumed to 
have accrued to the injured party and 
may be recovered, and the measure of 
such damages in such cases should be the 
difference between the contract price 
and the reasonable cost of the work or 
thing at the usual and ordinary price.

Partner collecting old accounts:Where 
the affairs of a partnership are fully set- 
tled with the exception of certain out- 
standing accounts, which are considered 
worthless, but which one of the partners 
does finally collect, the statute of limita- 
tions preventing suit for any of the 
amount collected runs in his favor, as 
against the other partner, from the settle- 
ment of the partnership, and not merely 
from the time of collection.

should be compelled to feed their wheat 
to stock by reason of the low prices now 
ruling, yet we have it from an authentic 
source that some farmers in this vicinity 
are doing so, and it is not a campaign lie 
either. An able writer will s spans days 
penning an article on political economy 
that nobody reads; a would-be statesman 
spends months on ‘the stump gaily expa- 
tiating on cheerful results to follow 
should his views prevail; yet two or three 
men in the wilds of the bear pit in Chi- 
cago siton wheat for two or three min- 
utes, and the days of the “able writer” 
and months of “would-be statesman” are 
as the grass—or wheat. We write thus 
namely to show that the farmer has 
not much chance in this world under 
present. circumstances. It certainly is 
not a prosperous and happy condition to 
have wheat in its present depressed state, 
but the miller can assure all anxious in- 
quirers that it is not his fault. He would 
just a little bit rather than not see wheat 
at $1.50 per bu and flour at $12 per bbl. 

Feed still holds its own, that is, it’s still 
of little value to anyone except the con- 
sumer. Feed should have advanced this 
fall and helped out the millers who were 
sold ahead on flour, but this does not 
seem to have been feed’s year. 

It must make a man feel lowly and sin- 
ful to make a wild, desperate effort to 
write something called poetry, and then 
say that a miller in Ohio was the author. 
And then, to be unduly hilarious over a 
token of our esteem that we forwarded 
to an address in Lansing, is certainly bad 
form. When we protection poetry com- 
posers in Ohio, that grand republican 
state, write our soft, soothing bailads,we 
always put our names under them, 
when we are again convalescent from a 
cholera attack we will pay our respects 
to the next postmaster of Lansing. 

Carr & Brown Co., Hamilton: “No 
wheat is offering or ‘moving. We are 
thankful that milling is no worse, though 
we can not see how it could be. Still, 
we are taught in the good word to be 
thankful for what we have, and we try to 
be so.” 

Warwick & Justus, Massillon: “Very 
little wheat iscoming in. As far asthe 
miller is concerned, wedo not see any- 
thing for him to rejoice in, with wheat 
and flour at present prices. Outside of 
small-lot trade there certainly has been 
little margin in prices large lots of flour 
are bringing.” 

Durst Milling Co., Dayton: “There are 
no receipts of wheat. We are like the 
country school teacher—‘too full for ut- 
terance’ after the turkey day. We gave 
thanks that we were living and that the 
railroad companies have not taken all 
our profit on their east-bound rates on 
flour. We find flour hard to sell now and 
get a margin on it. St. Louis millers are 
knocking us out on cheap flour and low 
rates of freight. They also have a big 
stock of good wheat at low prices.” 

Warder & Barnett, Springfield: “Not 
much wheat is selling now. Our local 
trade is better than ever before,for which 
we are very thankful.” 

Orrville Milling Co., Orrville: “We 
are running full time,with orders enough 
to keep us going at the same rate fora 
week or ten days, but, as there is little 
or no profit, we can see nothing in the 
situation to be thankful for. The cheap- 
ness of flour has increased the demand | C 
for patents to such an extent that it is 
difficult to dispose of the lower grades, 
and we think if millers would ask 10c or 
20c more for patent they could easily ob- 
tain the advance.” 

Barney, DeMoss & Co.: “Little wheat 
is coming in. Life is such a ‘demnition 
grind’ for us millers, there’s very little to 
be thankful for, this year anyhow. The 
only two oases in the barren desert of 
fifteen months’ business, are the facts 
that Ohio did not quite go democratic 
this year and that we still exist. It is re-

The general situation in flour shows no 
appreciable change from that of a week 
ago. It is still flat,stale and unprofita- 
ble, with the same old complaint of a 
complete absence of demand. Sales are 
still running under 10,000 bbls a day, 
which is certainly no volume of trade for 
this market. This demand is almost 
exclusively for the local trade, and these 
—— are taking only such quantities 

roe have immediate calls for. It is 
pra that some of the large jobbers 
have considerable flour bought which is 
heldon favorable terms of storage, and 
these jobbers are buying the small quan- 
tities needed for immediate wants, soas 
not to disturb their lines. The export 
business is, if anything, duller than ever. 
During the past week there has been al- 
most no ness for shipment to Europe, 
while the West India trade has shown 
no life. One of the principal men in the 
local flour syndicate said a few days ago 
that the large buyers had been filled up 
at $4.15, and now the business consisted 
almost entirely of moderate sales at 
$4.25; that it was simply a question of 
waiting until the large stecks already 
bought had been worked off. Sales re- 
cently have been ona moderate scale, 
and the bulk of the grindingis onthe 
past contracts. The output this week 
has been about 38,000 bbls. 

Arrivals of flour at New York the past 
week have been 91,000 bbls and 130,000 
sacks. Exports have been moderately 
good, but not as heavy as they were a 
short time ago. Clearances of flour from 
the four ports have aggregated 217,000 
bble, an increase of 30,000 bbls over those 
of the previous week. Total exports from 
the United States, from July 1 up to the 
middle of this week, have been 82,500,000 
bus, against 98,400,000 bus for the corre- 
sponding time last year. The exports 
this season exceed previous records 
except that of last year. 

The situation of the wheat market 
here the past week has been heavy and 
dull. Before the holidays there was al- 
most a complete lack of trade, getting 
ready for the turkey, and since there has 
been but little more business, from get- 
ting over the effects. The only thing 
that enlivened the wheat pit was a foot- 
ball which appeared on the scene 
Wednesday afternoon and the brokers 
indulged in a good time until the ball 
was rescued by Supt. Howe, and carried 
off amid derisive groans. Fear of the 
anti-option bill is already beginning to 
have some influence on business, and 
there is a growing conviction that some- 
thing may possibly be done at the com- 
ing session of congress. 

The situation abroad is of almost as 
flat as it is here. Private cable advices 
show an absolute lack of interest. The 
trouble seems to be that the trade on the 
other side is broken and discouraged by 
the low prices and big stocks, and simply 
does not buy because it can not. 

Among the western visitors on the ex- 
change this week have been F’. H. Peavey, 
Minneapolis, and T. D. Cottrell, of Chi- 
cago, brother of Ed Cottrell, the large 
trader in grain. Mr. Cottrell, as well as 
other traders in grain, have been devot- 
ing a great deal of their attention to cot- 
ton lately, as that market has been so 
tremendously active, and points there 
have been easier to make than eighths in 
the grain trade.

PHILADELPHIA. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

The unsettled condition of the wheat 
market during the last week has had a 
depressing effect upon the flour trade, 
and, while there has been no quotable de- 
cline in prices of the latter commodity, 
the situation has favored buyers, and in 
some cases holders have probably made 
concessions in order to stimulate trans- 
actions. Business has been almost whol- 
ly restricted to small lots, jobbers lack- 
ing confidence, notwithstanding ruling 
low values, and showing little, if any, 
disposition to operate in exce:s of actual 
wants. The recovery in wheat during 
the last day or two has not helped the 
flour trade, and the market closes dull 
and unsatisfactory. Receipts since last 
Saturday have been 27,869 bbls and 47,- 
891 sacks, making a total since Nov. 1 of 
138,398 bbls and. 176,424 sacks, against 
83,404 bbls and 247,730 sacks during the 
same time last year. Exports during 
the week have been 8 700 sacks to Liver- 
pool, 1,546 sacks to Antwerp and 1,714 
bbls to Avonmouth. The following are 
Sones 5 for car lots to sei b souees: 








Supplies of millatuff have been closely 
sold up, and, as current receipts are light, 
the market is strong and higher, with a 
better demand. Winter bran is quoted 
at $15.50@16.50, and spring bran at 14.50 
@15.50 per ton. The continued free move- 
ment of supplies in the northwest was a 
depressing factor in wheat previous to 
Thanksgiving day, and prices declined 
14@2'4c, but higher cables and the 
heavy clearances from Atlantic ports 
have subsequently influenced a better 
feeling, and at the close the market 
shows little net change for the week, ex- 
cept on late futures, which are 44@I1c 
lower. There has been a fair inquiry 
from shippers, but it has been difficult 
to work full cargoes, because of the scar- 
city of vessels, while orders for parcel 
lots have generally been limited to little 
below the market. The volume of new 
business has consequently been trifling. 
Receipts, 61,000 bus; exports, 122,180 bus; 
stock today, 1,858,478 bus. Prices com- 
pare as follows:

During the past week, several of the 
Minneapolis shops have again been trou- 
bled to get enough heading to keep run- 
ning. Most of them have plenty con- 
tracted for, but it does not arrive fast 
enough. Manufacturers say that a short- 
age of cars is the cause of this, and that 
they have the greatest difficulty in get- 
ting any at all. The shops left short 
have been compelled to buy more or less 
from parties able to make immediate de- 
livery, and, naturally, they have had to 
pay a premium. Under such circum- 
stances it is, perhaps, possible that 5c per 
set can be obtained. But on round lots 
or contracts, 414¢c¢ would doubtless be as 
good as could be expected. Coopers ar- 
gue that it is a matter of lack of distrib- 
uting facilities rather than a shortage of 
stock, that is causing the trouble. A few 
of the shops are still short of shaved 
hoops, supplies contracted for failing to 
show up as fast as needed. Elm staves 
are perceptibly stronger and parties that 
have lately had extensive correspond- 
ence with dealers in Michigan, Canada 
and Ohio, with a view to making liberal 
purchases, say that about all are asking 
$7 per M for a strictly dry article. A few 
even want $7.25, or more. Oak staves are 
hard to get at any price. For the week 
ended Saturday. 504 cars of flour barrel 
stock were reported received by the Min- 
neapolis shops. Of these, 251¢ cars were 
elm staves, 4 oak staves, 13 heading, 6 
shaved hoops, 2 coiled elm hoops.

Our Indiana correspondent quotes the 
Blish Milling Co., Seymour, Ind., as say- 
ing: “Our local coopers are being visit- 
ed by a representative of an eastern firm 
soliciting signatures to a petition to be 
presented to congress at the coming ses- 
sion,asking that the use of sacks for con 
taining flour, sugar, etc, be prohibited in 








the UnitedStates,on the grounds that such 
sacks are the prolific source of many germ 
deseases, both on account of the material 
from which they are made and the ex- 
posure to which they are subject in 
warehouses, freight cars, etc. A business 
that has to be bolstered up by sucha 
‘tale of woe’ must surely be on its last 
legs, though we do not suppose the 
movement will meet with the same sup- 
port among the flour barrel markets of 
the west that it has been given by those 
coopers who were dependent on the su- 
gur refiners fur the sale of their product, 
these latter having decided on the use of 
sacks altogether.” 

The Northwestern Lumberman,of Nov. 
26, says of cooperage at Chicago: Prices 
for lard tierces and pork barrels have de- 
clined again this week, the former being 
now quoted at 90c, and the latter at 72% 
@75c. There is not likely to be any ad- 
vance over these prices before Jan. 1. 
Receipts of cooperage stock are very 
light. No staves are arriving and few 
could be sold if there were. Cars are 
being used in the south for shipment of 
cotton, which pays the railroad compa- 
nies better than hauling staves. This 
ought to cause an advance in prices, 
and would ordinarily, but the lack of 
hogs makes demand extremely limit- 
ed. Flour barre) hoops and heading are 
about the only things that could be sold 
readily at_ good prices. For there there 
is urgent inquiry, and very few offerings.

Several gentlemen who have been tak- 
en with the statistical contagion have 
made figures to represent the flour out- 
put by the mills in Kansas for this year. 
One of these states that 8,000,000 bus of 
the 1892 Kansas crop has already been 
ground by Kansas mills. According to 
this estimate, which was based on the 
statement that it represented three 
months’ work of the mills of that state, 
the output for the year would require 
32,000,000 bus wheat. Another calcula- 
tor sends out the report from Topeka 
that Kansas mills will grind fully 15,000,- 
000 bus of wheat this year. Both these 
estirnates are misleading and appear to 
be mere guesswork. The mills now be- 
ing operated in that state can not grind 
the amount stated by one and have long 
since passed the limit made by the other. 
It will probably require 28,000,000 bus 
wheat to supply the wants of Kansas 
millers for the year. 

The Mexican corn trade is ended, so far 
as the merchants of this market are con- 
cerned. The proclamation of President 
Diaz, issued Nov. 23, restoring the duty 
on corn Dec. 1, caused a rush of corn 
shipping that has again blockaded Mex- 
ican lines, but, as American shippers 
have made their deliveries, they pass the 

uestion of a blockade beyond the Rio 
Geanae with but little interest. 

The report is again circulated here that 


the Pillsburys are arranging to builda In 


2,000 bbl mill at this point to grind win- 
ter wheat. It is stated in explanation 


that, in connection with their immense} pay 


trade on spring wheat flour abroad, they 
need the winter wheat product of a mill 
of the size mentioned and think Kansas 
City is the place to build it. Some par- 
ties have mysteriously hinted at mill 
building here for the past week or two, 
and the belief that they represent Pills- 
bury is to some extent indulged in, 
though there appears no genuine ground 
for such belief. 

Power Bros., Butler, Mo., have com- 
pleted their arrangements for building a 
new mill. They will let the contract at 
Butler, Dec. 5. 

The Zenith mill, of this city, was idle 
part of this week, for repairs to its power 
plant. 

Reports from the mills in eastern Kan- 
sas and western Missouri indicate that 
they are generally running about up to 
their capacity, and are having a fair de- 
mand from abroad. The flour market in 
this city is dull, but the volume of busi- 
ness is not diminished.

SUPERIOR AND DULUTH. 








[Special Correspondence. ] 

The run of the mills last week was 
heavy for the time they were in opera- 
tion. The Duluth Roller was pushed 
right along, getting in six days. The Im- 
perial and Freeman lost a day or more 
for the Thanksgiving holiday. For the 
five days all the mills ran they made an 
average of 7,787 bbls daily, and a total 
of 38,936 bbls, against 41,920 bbls the 
week before and 15,803 bbls for the cor- 
responding week last year. Receipts of 
flour by rail were very small, 32,312 bbls, 
against 60,611 bbls the week before, 
when they were also light. A year ago 
the rail receipts were 8,600 bbls. The 
mills took about 130,000 bus wheat for 
the week’s grind.

A feverish desire to get wheat to Buf- 
falo, tobe unloaded in the spring, was 
apparent here last week. It is estimated 
that charters for 1,200,000 bus were made 
at 51éc, the grain to be transported to 
Buffalo before navigation closes and to 
remain in the holds of the vessels until 
spring, when it is thought the elevators 
at the other end will be ready to receive 
so large anamount. Early in the week 
all the ore on the lake was so badly fro- 
zen that no attempts were made to move 





it, and all vessels were ordered to Duluth 
for grain cargoes. In spite of this fact, 
the carrying rate ruled firm at 3c un- 
til Wednesday, and then advanced to 
334c. It ruled dull and slow but steady 
and quite firm at that for the rest of the 
week, and was held at that today, alarge 
number of boats accepting that rate for 
their last trip down. Had it rot been 
for the cold weather, and the consequent 
rush of tonnage to this point, the rate 
would doubtless have advanced steadily 
to about 5c. As it was, the Duluth 
shipping business held up remarkably 
well, andin no way shared the general 
demoralization reported at Chicago. 
Shipments for the week aggregated 
1,237,900 bus, against 947,073 bus the 
week before. ‘I'he rush of wheat down 
the lakes last week, though heavy, was 
not a marker tothe business of the cor- 
reponding week a year ago, when 3,348,- 
107 bus were shipped out. Receipts were 
not quite equal to those of the week be- 
fore, aggregating 1,536,797 bus, against 
1,672,509 bus the week before, and 2,118,- 
688 bus for the same week of 1891. 
Grain in store this morning at Lake 
Superior elevators is shown below: 


St. Paul & Duluth roads are empty, 
while the total stored at the warehouses 
and the mills is but 13,268 bbls. Several 
big cargoes went out this week, the ag- 
gregate being 220,908 bbls, against 190,- 
989 bbls the week before and 113,058 bbls 
for the corresponding wesk a year ago. 
Last year Duluth and Superior flour 
stocks were 14,998 bbls at this date, or 
1,730 bbls more than at present. In 1890 
at this date there were 4,913 bbls here. 

The vessels of the American Steel 
Barge Co. will spend the winter as fol- 
lows, if intentions are carried out: At 
Buffalo—steamers Samuel Mather and 
Bartlett; barges 116, 104, 107, 127 and 111. 
At Cleveland—barges 102, 105 and 117. 
At Duluth—steamers J.B.Colgate,Thom- 
as Wilson, Colgate Hoyt, A. D. Thom- 
son, passenger boat; barges 118, 103, 109, 
115,101 and 126. 

Cash P. Taylor, of Detroit, manager of 
the Crescent line of steamships, has been 
in Duluth several days, arranging to lay 
up some of the vessels of that line here 
for the winter. The W. H. Stevens and 


the John V. Moran will remain in Du- 
luth, and perhaps one other of the Cres- 
cent line boats.

The grain market ruled fairly steady 
last week, though the fluctuations each 
day were sufficient to please the scalper 
who was satisfied with small profits or 
losses. Prices today close 3c above those 
of a week ago for spot wheat, 4c higher 
for December and %c for May. On 
Wednesday the lowest point of the week 
was touched, cash wheat closing that day 
lc below the closing quotation today. 
May shows an advance of 114c from 
Wednesday’s close. There was nothing 
in the way of news to influence the mar- 
ket, one way or the other, during the 
week, except the usual weekly report. 
Receipts continue too heavy for much 
of an advance to be expected just at 
present. The market showed some 
strength today on the heavy shipments 
from this port and the comparatively 
small increase in the visible supply.

It is quite generally understood that 
the whaleback fleet has contracted to 
handle the output of the Mesaba range 
next season, and those interested in oth- 
er craft are, of course, elated with the 
prospect that there will be fewer of the 
big whaleback carriers in the grain 
trade. Indeed, if the Steel Barge Co. 
handles all the ore from the Mesaba 
range, and the mining companies get as 
much of it to the docks as they expect to, 
it will give all the whalebacks on the 
lakes about all they can do to carry it to 
the ore docks of the eastern lakes. Capt. 
McDougall is quoted as having said a 
few days ago that four cargoes of iron 
ore, brought down over the Duluth, Mis- 
sabe & Northern, will be shipped every 
day next season. This would mean a 
daily aggregate of 8,000 or 9,000 tons of 
shipments. It means also that the 
American Steel Barge Co. will have to 
turn out several new vessels if it handles 
that amount of ore. 

The South Shore road now links to- 
gether both ends of Lake Superior, unit- 
ing these cities with Sault Ste Marie. 
The first car came in last night at 6 
o’clock with General Manager W. T. 
Fitch and Supt. Philbin. The excursion 
train of business men from the upper 
peninsula will reach here on Saturday, 
Dec. 3, and return Sunday afternoon. 
About Dec. 4 trains will begin to run 
regularly. 

The shipping season of 1892 is now 
practically closed, and flour stocks at 
this point are about depleted.

President F'.S. Daggett, of the Duluth 
board of trade, leaves tomorrow, with 
his family, for a winter’s sojourn in Cal- 
ifornia. 

The worst snow storm since the great 
blizzard of March 9, 1892, taking it all 
around, was experienced here Friday 
night. The wind blew a gale from the 
southeast, making it very dangerous on 
the lakes. The whaleback steamship A. 
D. Thomson arrived Saturday morning 
with her nose heavily iced. She took 
her cargo through the natural entry on 
the Superior side'of the bay. 

The new flour barge 127 took her sec- 
ond flour cargo out today, in company 
with barge 107, both being towed by the 
whaleback steamsbip Bartlett. It is not 
likely that the127 will experience a repe- 
tition of her difficulty on her first trip 
down, when her cargo was damaged by 
water getting through poorly packed 
hatchways.

Of the wheat shipping situation in the 
Pacific northwest, the Seaman’s Journal 
says: “On account of the current sea- 
son 13 ships have left Puget sound for 
Europs, all since Sept. 28, with 618,376 
ctls wheat and 36,683 bbls flour. There 
are 14 more now on the sound under en- 
gagement for wheat for loading. Most 
of these are large vessels, their combined 
registered tonnage being 23,145 tons,with 
a carrying capacity for 40,000 tons wheat. 
There are not many vessels in sight to 
take the place of the above 14, most of 
which will be loaded within the next 30 
days. So far as known, there are only 
six ships on the way to the sound. Last 
cereal year Washington loaded 50 ships 
with wheat and flour. So far this year 
only 40 are in sight for that purpose.
